i  To  the  Honorable, 

The  General  Assembly  of  Maryland : 

Gentlemen  : 

Section  816  of  Article  IV  of  the  Public  Local  Laws,  applicable  to 
!  the  City  of  Baltimore,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  that  City  “to  report  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  each  regular 
session,  or  as  may  hereafter  be  directed  by  the  General  Assembly,  the 
|  number  and  expense  of  the  Police  Force  employed  by  them  under  this 
Act,  and  all  such  matters  as  may  be  of  public  interest  in  connection  with 
the  duties  assigned  them.”  The  undersigned,  who  have  the  honor  to  con¬ 
stitute  the  said  Board,  respectfully  ask  leave  to  report  as  follows,  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  obligation  thus  imposed. 

If  the  number  of  officers  and  men  to  be  employed  upon  the  Force  had 
not  been  specifically  designated  by  Section  810,  of  the  Article  above  re¬ 
ferred  to,  but  had  been  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioners,  the 
Board  respectfully  submit  that  the  exigencies  of  the  service  and  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  community  would  not  have  justified  them  in  enrolling  a  smaller 
number  than  that  which  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  prescribed.  The 
duties  performed  are  indeed  onerous  enough,  even  upon  the  number  al¬ 
ready  employed,  which  amounts  to  five  hundred  and  sixty-one,  (561) 
in  all,  officers,  policemen  and  detectives,  as  your  Honorable  Bodies  will 
perceive  by  reference  to  Statement  0,  hereto  appended.  Provision  has  to 
be  made,  out  of  this  number,  for  night  and  day  forces,  entirely  separate, 
whose  labors  extend  over  a  city  with  its  population  fast  verging  upon  three 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand.  Several  of  the  outside  wards  embrace  large 
districts,  sparsely  populated,  comparatively  ill-lighted  and  affording  every 
facility  for  crime,  and  especially  for  crimes  of  violence.  No  reduction  of 
the  force  could  therefore  be  made,  the  undersigned  respectfully  suggest, 
without  seriously  interfering  with  the  public  security. 
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Statements  A,  B,  C  and  D,  appended  to  this  report,  will  present  to  the 
General  Assembly,  in  distinct  and  intelligible  form,  an  account  of  the 
whole  expense  of  the  Police  Force,  for  the  years  1870  and  1871,  respec- 
|  tively,  and  of  all  sums  derived  or  received  by  the  Board  from  general  or 
special  sources,  during  those  years.  It  will  be  seen  by  Statements  A  and 
C,  that  the  whole  expense,  during  the  year  1870,  was

Your  Honorable  Bodies  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  Statements  for 
details.  The  Board  persuade  themselves  that  these  large  amounts,  which 
have  been  prudently  and  economically  employed,  bear  but  a  moderate 
proportion  to  the  services  which  have  been  rendered  to  the  public  peace, 
safety  and  morals,  by  the  organization  in  whose  support  they  have  been 
expended. 

For  the  further  and  more  particular  information  of  your  Honorable 
Bodies,  the  Board  have  caused  to  be  prepared,  with  care,  certain  tabular 
statements  and  reports,  likewise  attached  to  this  Report,  (Statements  E  to 
P  inclusive)  a  memorandum  of  the  particular  object  and  purport  of  each 
of  which  will  be  found  briefly  set  forth  in  the  following  general

Statement  O  will  show  the  number  and  grade  of  the  regularly  constitu¬ 
ted  Police  Force. 

Statement  P  contains  the  report  of  the  Coroner  for  Baltimore  City  from 
3d  May,  1870,  to  1st  January,  1871,  and  from  1st  January,  1871  to  31st 
day  of  December,  1871,  showing  the  number  of  persons  over  whom  in¬ 
quests  have  been  held  within  those  periods,  which  accords  with  the  month¬ 
ly  reports  regularly  made  to  the  Board  by  that  officer. 

A  careful  examination  of  these  various  documents  will  satisfy  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly,  it  is  hoped  and  believed,  that  the  Board  has  responded  with 
fidelity  and  efficiency  to  the  confidence  reposed  in  it  by  your  Honorable 
Bodies,  and  has  at  least  endeavoured,  sedulously  and  conscientiously,  to 
make  the  Force  under  its  charge  what  it  was  intended  and  ought  to  be. 
The  undersigned  refer,  with  pride  and  pleasure,  to  the  general  quiet 
and  good  order  prevailing  in  the  city,  at  times  of  public  excitement  as 
i  well  as  on  ordinary  occasions,  and  the  complete  security  of  life  and  property 
among  us,  so  far  as  official  energy  and  activity  can  avail  to  give  it.  In 
comparison  with  that  of  other  large  communities,  the  condition  of  the  city 
;  of  Baltimore  in  these  regards  is  singular  and  enviable,  and  the  Board  are 
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satisfied  that  it  will  not  compare  in  there*  unfavorably  with  the  most  fa¬ 
vored  of  former  years.  The  members  of  your  Honorable  Bodies  will  be 
able  to  testify  from  their  own  observation;  to  the  justice  with  which  this 
credit  is  given  to  the  present  force. 

The  organization  of  a  Detective  Department  in  the  regular  Police  Force, 
which  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  heretofore  authorized,  has  proved  of 
great  yalue,  and  in  its  practical  operations  is  productive  of  many  import¬ 
ant  results.  The  men  engaged  in  this  service  are  carefully  selected  and 
have  faithfully  discharged  their  peciuliar  duties.  During  the  past  two 
years,  it  will  be  seen  by  statements  K  and  L  that  they  have  made  some  two 
hundred  arrests  and  that  the  amount  of  property  recovered  by  them  and 
returned  to  its  owners  has  reached  the  sum  of  $46,000.  The  wide  spread 
reputation  of  the  Force  for  energetic  and  prompt  action  has  also  had  a  most 
excellent  effect  in  deterring  thieves  and  marauders  from  visiting  the  city 
as  well  as  in  discovering  and  arresting  those  who  did  so. 

The  Board  are  able  to  report  the  completion  of  the  new  Police  Station 
for  the  service  of  the  Middle  District  on  North  street,  near  Lexington, 
which  while  making  a  good  architectural  appearance  answers  satisfacto¬ 
rily  the  purpose  of  its  construction.  Plans  have  also  been  received  and 
considered  for  the  requisite  enlargement  of  the  other  three  Stations,  and 
the  Board  expect  during  the  year  to  provide  suitable  buildings  for  the  ser¬ 
vice  in  each  section  of  the  city. 

The  order  heretofore  adopted  by  the  Board  in  prohibition  of  proces¬ 
sions  of  armed  men  through  the  streets  of  the  city — -except  of  such  as  might 
pertain  to  the  general  Government  or  the  organized  Militia  of  the  State, 
has  been  shown  by  experience  to  have  been  wisely  adopted.  The  control 
thus  exercised  over  every  probable  cause  of  excitement  and  tumult  has 
been  exercised  with  moderation  and  has  met  the  approval  of  the  body  of  the 
community. 

The  apprehensions  entertained  by  many  of  turbulence  and  rioting  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  class  lately  clothed  with  the  elective  franchise,  have  hap¬ 
pily  been  shown  by  our  experience  to  have  been  groundless.  The  efficien¬ 
cy  of  the  control  secured  by  the  Police  Force,  and  the  cautious  and  con¬ 
ciliatory  deportment  of  the  officers  and  men,  together  with  the  good  tem¬ 
per  of  our  citizens,  have  prevented  any  disturbances  in  this  connection 
which  might  well  have  been  thought  pregnant  with  collision  and  difficulty. 

Section  814  of  the  Police  Law  clothed  the  Board  with  power  to  make 
such  Rules  and  Regulations  as  might  be  deemed  requisite  for  the  proper 
discipline  of  the  Force,  and  this  power  has  been  so  availed  of  that  when  the 
Force  was  reorganized  in  April  and  May  last,  it  was  only  found  necessary 
to  drop  from  the  whole  list  about  forty  names,  and  a  number  of  these 
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were  dispensed  with  because  of  the  advancing  years,  and  from  the  fear  that 
if  reappointed  for  four  years  their  increasing  infirmities  might  unfit  them 
for  their  duty.

CORONER’S  REPORT. 


.January  1st,  1872. 

]  To  the  Police  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City  : 

Gentlemen  : 

As  required  by  statute,  which  makes  it  incumbent  upon  me,  as  Coroner, 
to  furnish  to  your  honorable  Board  monthly  statements  of  my  official  acts, 
I  herewith  respectfully  submit  a  statement  of  the  past  twenty  months’ 
operations  :  This,  by  no  means,  comprehends  all  those  to  which  my  atten¬ 
tion  has  been  called.  In  a  number  of  instances  where  I  have  been  sum¬ 
moned  to  make  investigation,  and  where  there  has  been  entire  absence 
of  suspicious  circumstances,  I  have  endeavored  to  spare  the  feelings  of 
family  and  friends,  and  not  subject  them  to  the  annoyance  of  an  investiga- 
tion.  These  cases,  while  they  have  involved  much  time,  have  not  ap¬ 
peared  in  my  monthly  reports. 

I  sincerely  concur  in  what  my  predecessor  has  said  in  regard  to  the 
wants  of  a  “Morgue,”  or  Bead  House.  Such  an  institution  we  are  abso- 
lutely  in  need  of.  A  number  of  instances  have  come  under  my  notice — 
in  sudden  deaths  of  strangers  and  unknown  persons,  who  were  buried  in 
Potter's  Field,  and  afterwards  friends  have  made  inquiries — which  neces¬ 
sitated  an  examination.  In  some  cases  the  bodies  have  been  identified, 
and  in  others  identification  has  been  rendered  impossible.  An  Institution 
of  this  kind  being  of  such  importance,  I  hope  the  City  Council  will  at 
an  early  day  make  some  provision  for  it. 

In  closing,  I  cannot  but  express  my  thanks,  for  the  kindness  that  has 
been  extended  to  me  on  all  occasions,  by  the  officers  and  men  connected 
with  the  several  Police  Districts ;  they  having  rendered  me  every  assis¬ 
tance  in  the  prosecution  of  my  official  duties. 

I  would  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  Statements  Xo.  1  and  2 
herewith  submitted.
